The Minister shall first read these sentences from Holy Scripture, and 

the Exhortation following. 

I will pray the Father, and He shall give you 
another Comforter, that He may abide with you for 
ever; even the Spirit of truth, S. John xiv. 16, 17. 

60 ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. 8. Matt, xxviii. 19. 

Except a man be bom of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God. ;S. John iii. 5. 

By one Spirit are we all baptized into one body; 
and have been all made to drink into one Spirit.

As many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God.

If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the 
Spirit.

Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same

No man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but by 
the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. xii. 3. 

Follow after charity, and desire spiritual gifts. 
1 Cor. xiv. 1. 

Seeing then, brethren, that Holy Scripture wit- 
nesseth to us, that they who are baptized into 
Christ, are baptized by God the Holy Ghost, and 
that they who would abide in Christ must live and 
walk in the Spirit, I beseech you to call to mind 
the many ways in which you have grieved the 
Holy Spirit, and broken the covenant of grace 
into which in your Baptism you were received 
by God. That so, humbling yourselves before 
Almighty God our heavenly Father, and confess- 
ing your sins, you may, through his great mercy, 
be raised up again ; and may receive in the laying 
on of hands by his servant the Bishop, the increase 
of his Holy Spirit ; and may be preserved in the 
unity of his holy Church, and enabled to bring 
forth the fruits of the Spirit ; and may at length be 
presented without spot before God, through the 
merits of his only Son, our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Then shall the Catechumens say the following Confe$sion irfter the 

Minister, 

O Lord God, our heavenly Father, we have 
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sinned, and have committed iniquity, and have 
done wickedly, and have rebelled, even by depart- 
ing from thy precepts and from thy judgments. 
We have broken thy covenant, which Thou madest 
with us in our Baptism, and grieved and provoked 
thy Holy Spirit, through whom we were born 
again. We have well-nigh separated ourselves by 
our sins from the mystical body of thy dear 
Son, and are no more worthy to be called thy 
children, or to be received into thy heavenly 
kingdom. 

For we have yielded to the temptations of 
Satan, and have walked in pride and vanity, in 
selfishness and deceit, in anger and malice, and 
have done the works of the evil one. 

We have coveted and pursued the pomps and 
vanities of this wicked wotld. 

We have indulged the sinful lusts of the flesh. 

We have loved that which Thou hatest, and 
have even hated to be reformed by Thee. 

We have neither believed in Thee, O our God ; 
nor loved Thee, nor obeyed Thee as we ought, and 
as we were solemnly bound to do. 

O Lord, have mercy upon us. Spare us, good 
Lord, and turn us, and- have mercy upon us for 
his sake, whose Body was broken and his Blood 
shed as the propitiation for our sins. 

Take not away thy mercies from us; but renew, 
O Lord, we beseech Thee, whatever has been 
decayed by the fraud and malice of the devil, or 
by our own carnal will and frailness ; and continue 
us, though we are unworthy, in the unity of thy 
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holy Church, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

Priest. Turn thy face from our sins ; 

Answer. And put out all our misdeeds. 

Make us a clean heart, O God ; 

And renew a right spirit within us. 

Cast us not away from thy presence ; 

And take not thy Holy Spirit from us. 

O give us the comfort of thy help again ; 

And stablish us with thy free Spirit. 

Then will we run th^ way of thy commandments; 

When Thou hast set our hearts at liberty. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and 
to the Holy Ghost ;

after that miracles^ then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. Are all 
apostles ? are all prophets ? are all teachers ? are 
all workers of miracles? have all the gifts of 
healing? do all speak with tongues? do all inter- 
pret ? But covet earnestly the best gifts : and yet 
shew I unto you a more excellent way. Though I 
speak with the tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not charity, I am become as sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cymbal. And though I have the 
gift of prophecy and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge ; and though I have all faith, so 
that I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, I am nothing. And though I bestow all 
my goods to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it profit- 
eth me nothing. Charity suffereth long, and is 
kind; charity envieth not; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil ; rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth ; beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. Charity never faileth : but whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be know- 
ledge, it shall vanish away. For we know in part, 
and we prophesy in part. But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in part shall be 
done away. When I was a child, I spake as a

xiv. 15 — 27; xv. 1 — 12. Acts viii. 5 — 17; xix. 
1—6. Rom. viii. 1—17. 1 S. Pet. i. 2—11. 

Then repeat t/ie first Hymn in the Ordination Service, 

Come, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire, &c. 

Then say one or more of the Psalms foUowing, 

iv. viii. XXV ii. xxxvi. Ivi. Ixv. Ixviii. Ixxxiv. cxix. 
parts 1, 2, 8, 4, 14. 

Then say your ustial Prayers, and add one or more of the following 

Collects, 

4th Sunday in Advent; Christmas Day; 5th 
Sunday after Epiphany; Quinquagesima ; 5th 
Sunday after Easter ; Sunday after the Ascension ; 
Whit^Sunday; 4th, 6th, 9th, 14th, 18th, 19th 
Sundays after Trinity ; St. Barnabas ; St. Simon 
and St. Jude ; first Collect in the Communion 
Service. 
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And this Prayer, 

' Most merciful God, by whose gracious pro- 
vidence I was bom of Christian parents, and early 
dedicated to Thee in holy Baptism, wherein I was 
made a member of the Catholic Church, of which 
Jesus Christ is the Head, adopted thy child, and en- 
titled to the unspeakable happiness of thy glorious 
kingdom ; I most heartily thank Thee for calling 
me to this state of salvation, and for bestowing 
upon me such blessed privileges. O dispose my 
mind, by thy heavenly grace, carefully and dili- 
gently to perform those conditions which Thou 
requirest to qualify me for such inestimable bene- 
fits, and that I may continue in the same unto my 
life's end. 

And now, O Lord, that I am preparing myself 
to receive a further degree of thy grace and 
favour, which will advance me into the number of 
the faithful who are admitted to approach thy 
Holy Table, I humbly beseech Thee to enlighten 
my mind with the true knowledge and under- 
standing of that solemn vow which I made at my 
baptism, and which I am now about to ratify and 
confirm publicly in thy presence; that I may 
constantly renounce the devil, by avoiding all 
those temptations with which he seeks to destroy 
me, and by abstaining from all those sins which 
partake most of his nature ; that I may resist all 
covetous desires of honour, riches, and pleasure, 
and all those evil customs and maxims of the 
world which alienate men's minds from the love 
of God; that I may mortify all the inordinate 
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appetites of my corrupt nature ; that I may be- 
lieve all thy holy revelations^ and keep thy blessed 
will and commandments all the days of my life* 

Give me, O Lord, unfeigned repentance for all 
my past errors; that the many and great tins 
which I have committed may not deprive me of 
the assistance of thy Holy Spirit which I am 
about to receive: but let my hearty sorrow, 
through the merits of Christ, wash away all that 
is past; and let power and strength communicated 
to me from above mortify and subdue them for 
the time to come* I am unable, O Lord, of 
myself to help myself; mercifully grant that thy 
blessed Spirit may in all things rule my heart, 
that by his holy inspiration I may think those 
things that are good, and by his merciful guiding 
may perform the same, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord* Amen.

The Lord is my strength ; and he is the whole- 
some defence of his anointed. 

As for me, I am like a green olive tree in the 
house of God. My trust is in the tender mercy of 
God for ever and ever. 

I will always give thanks unto Thee for that 
Thou hast done ; and I will hope in thy Name, for 
thy saints like it well 

O save thy people, and give thy blessing to 
thine inheritance : feed them, and set them up for 
ever. 

O God, forasmuch as without Thee I am not 
able to please Thee, mercifully grant that thy 
Holy Spirit may in all things direct and rule my 
heart ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

O Lord, I beseech Thee to keep thy Church 
and household continually in thy true religion; 
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that they, who do lean only upon the hope of thy 
heavenly grace, may evermore be defended by thy 
mighty power, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

If there should still be time, read slowly and meditate upon Psalm ciii. 
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TO BE USED IN PRIVATE FOR SOME TIME 
AFTER CONFIRMATION. 

Take daily one of the following passages for meditation, 

Romans xii. 1 Cor. xii. 1 — 13 ; xii. 27, to 
xiii. 13. Gal. v. 16—26. Ephes. i. 13—18 ; ii. 
18—22; iv. 

Then say one or more of the Psalms follounng, 

XX. xxiii. xliii. xlvi. Ixiii. Ixxi. Ixxiii. xci. xcii. 
ciii. cxi. cxxi. cxlv. 

Then say your ustuil prayers, and add one or more of the following 

Collects, 

5th Sunday after the Epiphany ; 2nd for Good 
Friday; Easter Day; 3rd Sunday after Easter; 
2nd, 5th, 17th, 19th, 25th Sundays after Trinity; 
for St. Michael and all Angels ; All Saints' Day ; 
1st in the Confirmation Service ; 

And this prayer, 

I bless and praise thy Holy Name, O Lord 
God, for those renewed assurances which Thou 
hast vouchsafed me of thy favour and gracious 
goodness towards me; and for that, though in 
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thine infinite wisdom Thou hast thought fit to 
withdraw the extraordinary gifts of thy Holy 
Spirit, Thou art yet pleased to guide thy faithful 
servants by his secret and invisible communica- 
tions, when they seek them in a regular and minis- 
terial way. O, therefore, let the blessing, which 
I have received by the hands of thy servant the 
Bishop, be and remain with me, and most power- 
fully help and support me in all trials and tempta- 
tions, when I most need the aid of thy Holy 
Spirit. Leave me not a moment to my own frailty, 
without his assistance : but through his succours 
enable me to adhere to that public and solemn pro- 
fession of my faith, which I have declared in the 
{»*ese]iice of God and the congregation ; and faith- 
fully to perform the promises I have renewed, of 
observing and keeping thy holy commandments ; 
that walking uprightly before Thee all my days, 
and being found watching, when my appointed 
time shall come, I may, firom a life of righteous- 
ness, be translated to a life of glory, through Jesus 
Christ, my only Saviour and Redeemer. Amen.
